Troops of the revolutionary funta 
took control of Santa Fe and Rosario. 
the two principal cities of Santa Fe 
province—the 12th infantry holding

Reports from the city of Santiago in 
the province of Del Estero say that 
when news of the revolution in Bue- 
nos Altres was received 2,000 persons 
paraded the streets and shouted for 
the new government. Police attempt- 
ed to disperse them but afterwards 
joined the manifestation 

Other demonstrations which brought 
the communities over to the side of 
the junta were held in the cities of La 
Plata, where Irigoyen is held a pris- 
oner in the barracks of the 7th in- 
fantry 

The Irigoyen policy of federal inter- 
vention in provincial affairs is con- 
sidered one of the things that brought 
about his downfall. 

Total casualties during the disorders 
accompanying the overthrow of the

OTTAWA, Sept. 8.——Canada’s (7th 
parliament disposed of preliminaries 
in short order carly this afternbon, 
Within the space of three-quarters 
vf an hour members of the House of 
Commons patd a visit to the senate 
chamber, received instructions to ree 
turn and elect a speaker, selected for 
that important post, Captain George 
Black, Conservative member for the 
| Yukon, and then adjourned to return 
for the formal opening at 3 o'clock 
Led by Speaker Black, the members 
proceeded once more to the senate to 
hear the speech from the throne de- 
livered by His Excellency the Gover« 
nor General 

His Excellency waa not present this 
morning. Judge Lyman P. Duff f 
the Supreme Court of Canada, tn the 
eapacity of deputy to His Excellency, 
presided over the very brief proceed- 
ings in the senate These consisted 
merely of the customary statement,

The re- 
turns from Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
the other two wheat-growing provinces, 
also show an increase in dairy production

The figure was reach- 
ed by adding together the estimates 
sent in by mayors of cities, employers, 
labor representatives, and others to 
whom the Minister appealed for first- 
hand and detailed information on the 
subject. 

Congratulations are due to Senator 
Robertson on having successfully ac- 
complished the somewhat delicate task 
of deflating the political unemployment 
“emergency”. 

Six weeks ago unemployment was a 
nation-wide epidemic,” etc. etc. 80 
vast in its proportions as to demand 
the calling of a special! session of parlia- 
ment and the voting of anything up to 
a billion dollars for relief and the con- 
struction of public works. Now the 
Minister of Labor has got the menace 


* reduced to the definite statement that 
117.930 people cannot get jobs in the or- 
dinary way; and half that number, he 
Says, are thrown out of work every fall 
by the shrinkage in seasonal employ- 
ment. 

There is unemployment in Canada, 
of course, approximately as much as 
there was six weeks ago. But 
there is not, and never was, an unem- 
ployment “emergency”. Senator Robert- 
son, Minister of Labor, savs so, in the 
official figures by which he ‘measures 
the actual dimensions of the condition. 

The*election is over. The “emer- 
gency” served its turn, and is now offi- 
cially retired. There remains only the 
matter of finding a job for one out of 
each 23 persons in Canada who work for

ARTICLE II. 


The Subdivision ef Lands by Régistration of Plans 

A subdivision has been and may be again the 
genesis of a city. Every subdivision as propesed de- 
erves careful attertion. 

Regulations of the Department of Public Works 
in regard to sybdivisions of land include the pro- 
vision: “All land to be subdivided shall be eminent- 
ty suited for the purpose it is intended” and “should 
‘t appear that the whole or any part of the land 
proposed to be subdivided, ts not in the public inter- 
est to be subdivided or offered for sale to the pub- 
lic” the registration of such subdivision can be re- 
fused. With certain exceptions, 10 per cent of the 
‘otal area of @ subdivision being registered is to 
be set aside for public or park purposes; residen- 
lal lote are to be at least fifty feet wide. 

For subdivisions outside of cities, towns or vil- 
lages, there must be registered @ caveat, which is 
in effect a simple form of zoning bylaw Classify -

I thought I mede sun-clear the 
distinction I saw between the pro- 
phet and the partisan, but I have 
before me a letter from a reader of 
this column saying, “I cannot recon- 
sile with what I have come to think 
of your point of view your protests 
against the political activities of the 
church. Certainly you do not want 
to join these frightened reaction- 
aries who want the preacher to stick 
to what they call ‘the simple gospel’ 
because in so doing he will not gum 
their game.” 

I do not 

The preacher who confines his 
preaching to delightfully and harm- 
lessly abstract moralizings has zone 
renegade to his responsibility as a 
prophet of God and goodness 

Any preacher worthy of his board 
and keep will flash his sword in the 
facts of his day 

He will be specific enough to let 
the laziest pew-holder know that 
the spiritual passion and moral 
judgement he preaches is not a dis- 
carnate ghost flying a mile high 
over the rough-and-tumble world in 
which men are living and making 
their living, but a living power and 
point of view that is pointless unless 
translated into terms of men's daily 
lives and enterprises. 

My skeptical questioning of church 
activity in some political fields has 
heen based on two points. viz: 

First, that the preacher has no

cally the ethical outlook of Jesus to 
contemporary problems is bound al- 
ternately to delight and to disgust 
the partisan adherents of all par- 
tes and of all economic classes.

Second, that 
businéss to ape the dogmatism and 
Machiavelliianism of partisan poli- 
tiee in the way it fosters reforms 

When the church sets out to cor- 
rect an evil, like the abuse of alco- 
holic liquors. it should be just as 
concerned over the ultimate moral 
effects of its reform policies, like 
prohibition, as it wag over the moral 
effects of the evil it sought to cor- 
rect. 

If there is one outstanding danger 
that the church faces in its social

Quebec Heaviest But Rust 
and Mildew Blamed 
There

TORONTO, Sept. 8—An outlook 
ranging from “excellent yields" to 
“poor prospects” is revealed in a Do- 
minion-wide survey into potato crop 
conditions made by the Canadian 
Press over the week-end 


The widely scattered reports gener- 
ally indicate the country this year will 
be faced with a shortage, despite in- 
creased acreage in many sections 
While the estimated reduction is not 
serious, there is a substantial decrease 
in yield, especially in Eastern Canada, 
which is expected to limit materially 


the expprtable surplus of the crop 
With tifh exception of Martttoba and 
Alberta, the Western provinces also 


face lighter yields. 

Unfavorable weather, mildew and 
rust are cited as the principal factors 
in reducing the production. 

The heaviest decrease is estimated in 

the report covering Quebec province, 
where rust and mildew are held ac- 
countable for a drop of approximately 
50 per cent in the yields compared 
with 1929 

A decrease ranging from 10 to 20 
per cent is estimated by offictals of 


the association of potato shippers in| 
New Brunswick, while in Nova Scotia | 


the outlook is for a crop about 25 per 
cent below last year, Similarly pros- 
no in Ontario, Prince Edward Is- 
and, British Columbia and Saskat- 
chewan are below normal 

A feature of the survey is the stress 
placed upon the quality of the avail- 
able crop and the prospects of a ready 
market. There is some uncertainty 
as to the volume that will be available 
for seed, the reports pointing out that 
the future condition of the market is 
a determining factor New Bruns- 
wick reports that potato shipments 
have been moving freely during the 
past. few days, the demand coming

GANDHI ASKS 
VICEROY FOR 
FULL STATUS 


Right to Secede from Bri- 


tain Among Terms 
Refused

POONA, India, Sept. 8. 
Negotiations for cessation of 
India's civil disobedience cam- 
paign have broken down be- 
cause Mahatma Gandhi de- 
manded a full national gov- 
ernment, responsibility to the 
people of India and with the 
right to secede at any time

movement. 

This the viceroy, Lord Irwin, refused 
to grant. 

Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru and Mr 
Jayakar, the peacemakers who deliver- 
ed those terms from Gandhi and other 
imprisoned nationalist chieftains to 
jthe Viceroy, and returned with Lord 
Irwin's reply, Friday night made pub- 
lic the full correspondence after stat? 
ing that their peace efforts had end- 
ed in complete failure. 

The nationalist leaders—Gandhi 
the Pandits Motilal and Hawarhalal 
Nehru, Vallabhai Patel and Mrs, Sar- 
ojini Naidu--drafted their demands at 
conferences in Yeroda prison here 

In addition to the principal points 
mentioned for a national government 
they stipulated as follows 

Their Demands 

That the government should have 
control of defense forces as wel] as 
full economic control 

That it be given the right to refer 
to an Independent tribunal such Brit- 
ish claims and concessions, including 
the Indian public debt, as seemed to 
them unjust 

That political prisoners not found 
guilty of violence should be released 
their confiscated property restored and 
any fines paid be refunded. 

That village officers who resigned 
with the start of the civil] resistance 
movement and were dismissed should 
be reinstated if they so desired 

That all special restraining ordin- 
ances be repealed 

If the Viceroy agred to these terms, 
Gandhi agreed to call off the civil dis- 


obedience program in géneral but with | 


the understanding that the illicit man- 
ufacture of salt and the picketing of 
foreign cloth and liquor shops were to 
continue. He agreed, however, that 
no more raids upon government salt 
depots would be organized. 

The nationalists left the question of 
representation at the British round 
table conference on India to be decid- 
ed after these “preliminaries” had 
been agreed to by the Viceroy. 

Demands Impossible 

But the Viceroy said the national- 
ist proporals were “impossible” and 
that they were of no value to the 
peace movement whatever because of 
their “blank refusal to recognize the 
grave injury being done to the coun- 
try by the civil disobedience cam- 
paign No useful purpose can be 
served by any attempt to dea! with 
the suggestions in detail.” 

The only concessions Lord Irwin 
would make were assurances that re- 
strictive ordinances would be with- 
drawn if the nationalist program was 
called off and that he was prepared 
to give the all-India national congress 
not a majority— 
representation at the round table con- 
ference 

He would give no guarantee of polit-

’Peg Grain Letter

WINNIPEG, Sept. 8—The market 
Was active at the opening but early 
quotations showed only a fractional 
variation from prevous closing levels. 
Sentiment at the outset was more in- 
clined to the bullish side and offerings 
were light, so that minor gains were 
registered. At the end of the initial 
hour, however, these were reduced 
to just 4% cent. Liverpool cables part- 
jally followed the upturn here on Sat- 
urday but overseas advices indicated 
a rather indifferent attitude towards 
the situation in the Argentine. 

More emphasis was placed on com- 
plaints of poor wheat crops in parts 
of western Europe, low stocks in the 
U. K.,, and decreased quantities of 
passage. Russian offers were said to 
be dearer and less pressing. Attenton 
was also drawn to heavy shipments 
Jast week to both Germany and Italy. 
The unsettled weather forecast for 
the west failed to materialize and 
favorable harvesting conditions were 
reported.
